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Route 15 gets 
another facelift

A 32' high "Jcracy” barrier 
is presently being constructed on 
Route 15. says PennDOT 
spokesperson Greg Penm The 
barrier will run north on the 
interstate from Route 74 at the 
Getty Station to Siddonsburg 
Road. This will eliminate the 
hazardous opening in front of 
Harbours Ford 

"The purpose of the wall." 
Penny said, "is to prevent head- 
on collisions " It will look 
similar to the one on Route 15. 
beside the Capitol City Mall. 

PennDOT will also be 
installing a traffic light at the 
intersection of Routes 74 and 15 
at the Getty Station, said Penny 


He added that the traffic light in 
front of Hardees at Routes 74 
and 15 will be updated. 

Penny said the plan also 
calls for the closure of the 
concrete median at Chalet Drive 

The $763,000 project is lied 
in with an upgrading of traffic 
signals at Lisburn Road and 
Winding Hill Road in Upper 
Allen Township. 

The work, which is being 
done by Adams Asphalt 
Company, is expected to last 
through November Until work 
is completed. Route 15 will be 
down to one lane of traffic in 
each direction.

Realism is what it 
is. and no one honestly expects 
Northern to finish on top of the 
Division II heap, but a fourth or 
fifth would fit just fine, thank 
you 1 At least it will be belter 
than it has been 

Gone from the ranks of the 
Polar Bears arc Aeppli, Graf, 
Grimm. Gruber. Lchares, and 
Staton. But third year Head 
Coach A1 Houser has an 
interesting combination of 
seniors and underclassmen that 
should make Northern’s chances 
very interesting 

Leading Northern’s chances 
will be Junior Quarterback Phil 
Getty and Junior Tailback Dave 
Habowski Both got a real 
baptism of fire as Sophomore's 
last year, and should provide the 
offensive spark this year Getty. 
Northern's version of "Boomer 
Esiason" showed plenty of talent- 
when he wasn’t running for his 
life, but can he toss the football. 
Habowski is. as they say, a 
"burner". If the Bears can get 
him into open lemtory. it could 
be lights out Dave will also 
handle Northern's punting 
chores, a job he did very well 
last year The real keys to 
Nonhem's success offensively 
are Cook, Baxter, and Kohr. 
Dan Cook, a 6’2”, 242 lb. 
Senior tackle. Ben Kohr also a 
senior at S^". 216 lb. is the 
center, and Brian Baxter a 6T, 
185 lb Junior guard will 
provide the early answers for 
Northern faithful. These three 
excellent athletes will ahvc to 
anchor the offensive line which 
may be the most critical part of 
Northern's success. It is 
probably the worst 
understatement of the year, but 
as goes the Bear's line, so go the 
Bears. 

On defense it will be pretty 
much the same story. If 
Northern’s line can hold its 
own, the Bears have linebackers 
and secondary people who can 
punish people. With Cook at one 
defensive tackle along with 
Habowski and Baxter at LB. the 
Silver Twins (Srs.

Bryce) in the secondary, just to 
name a few, the defense should 
be pretty solid Again it is a big 
key in Northern's future 

First and foremost. 
Northern needs to be consistent 
To gam that, I believe the Bears 
will need to run the ball That is 
where the first real key comes 
into piay-the offensive line. WiUi 
a decent running game, Getty 
can be more effective-passing 
because he wants to not because 
he has to' The second key to 
success this year will be the 
defense, and that too will have to 
depend on the offense. If 
Northern has to keep its defense 
on the field too long, as they 
have the past two years, then 
that can make for big problems. 
The third key is injuries! 
Northern must stay away from 
injunes to key pcrsonncl-or find 
quality replacements in order to 
turn things around. 

Regarding Saturday's 
opener with Bermudian Springs, 
it looks like a toughie. The 
Eagles will feature a tough, hard 
-nosed tailback named Shannon 
Forsythe He certainly will 
remind Northern fans of our 
own Dave Habowski. A very 
excellent wrestler as well as 
football player, Forsythe is the 
top returning rusher in the Mid 
-State area, and if the reports arc 
true that he is bigger, faster, and 
stronger Northern might be in 
for a long, hot Saturday. 
Bermudian has not shown much 
in the way of a passive offense 
to go with their running game. 
The Eagles do play a tough 
defense when the opponents
